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THESE ELECTIONS differ in that 
the religious parties are more splin- 
tered than ever before.

ISRAEL'S agriculture is doing very 
well. Israel's agriculture is doing 
very hadly. Both these statements 
are truc, the facis are there to prove 
it. 

The depressing plight of farmers, 
in the Bik’a along the Jordanian 
border, in Pithut Shalom along the 
Egyptian border, has been beamed 
vividly on TV screens. A family tell 
an Arab creditor that they have no 
money, offer lim instead cries of 
tomutves which they cannot sell. He 
Tefuses. 

Citrus proves are uprooted, hat- 
houses stand empty. Agriculturalisis 
walk away from their settlements, 
leaving multi-million shekel debts 
unpaid. 

And yet, and yet, Statistics show 
that output increased by aver 40 per: 
cent during the Seventies (1973 to 
1981), and continues to grow - by 7.4 
per cent in 1982, by 5.7 per cent last 
yeur. 

Earnings ave gone up, also, 
thanks largely to this greater produc- 
tivity. The increase in 1983 was up- 
ward of 10 per cent. As agricultural 
wages rose by only two per cent (in 
real terms), the self-employed far- 
mers’ income soured in that year by 
close te one-fifth. 

How to reconcile the canflicting 
facts? If farmers are earning on the 
average more thin before, and ifane 
purt of then is nevertheless eurning, 
less, it follaws thit the remainder 
must be making considerably more 
money than they used to. 

There are several rensons for this 
disparity. One is that the market is 
becoming erratic — and (hat too has a 
reason. Traditionally settlers tilled 
the land lo feed the local population. 
By the early 1970s, the job was done, 
the Inarket was sated - und still 
oulpul grew. 

It hac to prow, atherwise eamings 
would drop. Agratuchnology has be- 
come more sophisticated in the 
world at large. That creates a 
tougher price situation. The farmer 
has to achicve ἃ greater outpul per 
unit of land and water, otherwise he 
will be undercut by campetitors at 
home und abroad. 

Says Amos Hadar, head of the 
Moshav Movement: “Once a family 
could munuge with five cows, then it 
needed 20 to make i living. Now it 
needs 70," On ihe poultry front, the 
normal production per farm used to 
be -250,000 egas a year, today it 
is 1.5m.

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IN THE MORE than 20 years that 
have pussed since superspy Kim 
Philby fled to the Soviet Union via 
Beirut, much has been learned about 
him. The British Intelligence afficer? 
KGB agent has been the subject of 
public inquiry, academic investiga- 
tion and many an espicnage novel. 
Still, the story of Kim Philby is ‘far 
fram voniplete. 

Perhaps the most impartant of the 
blank areas in the Philby case is its 
Soviet political background, and the 
affair’s repercussions within the 
Soviet intelligence network. A look 
in this direction leads us, alaiost 
inevitably, to the Middle Bust. 

But first it is necessary to recall 
some of the basic facts of fhe cuse. 

In July 1951, after British intelli- 
gence officials Guy Burgess and 
Donakl McLean escaped to the 
USSR, theit friend Philby, a senior 
official in British counter- 
intelligence, was fred as a securily 
risk. Philby had once headed MI5's 
Russiun desk, and had also spent 
several years in the U.S. as his 
agency's liaison officer to the CIA, 
where his contact was none ather 
than James Angleton, chief of 
counter-intelligence in Langley, Vir- 
ginia,

It might 
even have signulted, to Beria, (hat he 
himself was the target of u possible 
Purge. 

That was the conclusion of histo- 
Tian Robert Conquest, in his study of 
the Sovict Uniun after World Wis 
if, and was later confirmed by Nikitn 
Khrushchev in his mentolrs. 

But the main confirmation of Sta- 
lin’s wish to rid himself of Beria 
comes from an analysis of the trials 
and personnel changes in the Soviet 
Union and Eastern Europe fren 
1051 to 1953.

PHILBY was the highest-ranking 
Soviet spy ever in the field. That fact 
in itself may explain the scope of the 
1951 purge, of which Abukumoy was 
only the most prominent victim. 
Many of the names of those 
purged in 1951 are unkuown. But 
one name is known -- that of General 
Evgeny Pitovranoy, a senior KGB 
officiul arrested in August of that 
year and later rehabilitated. 
Pitovranov'’s connection only be~ 
came clear in 1972, with the publica- 
tion of a hook by Cito John, a West 
German politician who was kidnap- 
ped and taken ta East Germany in 
1954 und tater released. For more 
tHan a decade, John wrote, he could 
not understanel why his Soviet inter- 
rogators had concentrated so mui 
on his (Juhn’s) role inseeret negoti 
tions with the British during the 
when John represented the Gert 
oppusition. To John, the Russians’ 
questions about British behaviour in 
Spain and Portugal so many years 
ago scemed strangely irrelevant. 
But the irrefevant became re- 
Jevant to John years later, when he 
read Philby’s memuirs and a book by 
British historian Hugh Trevor- 
Roper. The Russian interrogators, 
including a KGB general and high- 
ranking diplomat Alexander 
Pantushkin, wanted to know 
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whether Philby, head of British in- 
telligence's Iberian desk at the lime, 
wis an “honest” Soviet spy or a 
double agent. 

John apparently contributed to 
Philby's rehabilitation. In his own 
memoirs, Philby says that in 1955 the 
a renewed their links with 
him. 

The suggestion thu both Abaku- 
mov and Pitovranuy had been uc- 
cused of criminal handling of a dou- 
ble agent is also confirmed by the 
fact that one of the chief defendants 
in the Slansky trial was Andre 
Simone, an aliss of Otto Katz. Katz 
had close relations with Philby's 
associates in the Oxbridge team 
when he was ut the BBC's Czech 
service during the war. Later, Kutz 
served as Guy Burgess's control for 
Sovict intelligence. In arresting 
Katz, the Soviet system was in effect 
casting doubt on the integrity of 
Philby's closest associates. :

In passing on American and 
British estimates of the strength of 
the Yishuv, Philby certainly contri- 
buted to the shaping of Soviet policy 
towards Israel, which may have been 
connected with Moscow's decision 
{o support the Jewish state in 1948, 
The Sovicts were interested in 
military-palitical estimates of the 
strength of both sides in the Middle 


soldier, In 1941 he had warned Pol- 
ish General Anders that the Jews 
were rotten soldiers. TL was impossi- 
ble for him to imagine a mititary 
victory by Jews over neighbouring 
Arabs who outnumbered them signi- 
ficautly. 

But being a pragmatic politician 
he needed hard evidence to support 
his anti-Semitic prejudices. ‘The 
British and American sources only 
confirmed his preeonceptions, since 
they tuo underestimated Jewish 
strength and overestimated that of 
the Arabs, 

That's why Stilin decided to sup- 
Port the Jewish side. He wanted to 
save the Jews fram inmedinte col- 
lapse only in order to infiltrate into 
this region behind volunteers who 
would be sent to help Jews und 
prevent another Holocaust. 

Some people naively believe thit 
the USSR wanted only to see the 
British thrown out of Palestine. In 
fact, the USSR wanted to fil! the 
vacuum itself immediately after the 
British left. Soviet support for the 
Jewish state was onty a tucticul move 
in the Soviet thrust into the Arab 
world. The USSR never supported 
Zionism as such, and coutd return to 
the ideu of a bi-national state any 
lime after its successful penetration. 

Another Soviet niiscalculation, 
which was also bolstered by Western 
intelligence, concerned the Israeli 
left, which was overestimated and 
tegarded as a prospective Sovict 
bridgehead. 


BY JULY 1948 it was already clear 
that both basic assumptions about 
Israel were wrong. So the sophisti- 
cated Soviet penetration operation 
was shelved. The USSR began to 
reduce its support of Israel. 
American and British estimates 
of the Arab-Israeli conflict’ coutd be 
¢rroneous; they could be taken at 
face value by the Soviets, and this 
would’ lead to wrong decisions. 
That's why Philby could be sus- 
pected of having passed to the 
Soviets phoney information in order 
to mislead them. It is quite likely that 
he was intimately connected with the 
fateful Soviet decision to support the 
State of Israel in 1947-]948.

Lord Sheffield, advertising his 
abridged edition in 1796, said that 
“few men, I believe. have so fully 
unveiied their own character... not 
with study and labour — not with an 
affected frankness - but with a 
genuine confession of his little foi- 


bles and pecularit 

This paperback edition, based on 
recent research into the drafts Gib- 
bon left unfinished, provides a much 
fuller account in his own words with 
none of the earlier changes ar omis- 
sions, Recounting his sickly chitd- 
hood in London, when he read 
voraciously, his disappointment with 
Oxford (“steeped in port and pre- 
judice"), the fruitful years at 
Lausanne, his first and only love 
affair, and the monolothic achieve- 
ment of the Decline and Fall of the 
Roman Empire. Gibbon distils his 
genius for history into a remarkable 
gift for autobiography. His intellec- 
tual passion and zest for information 
are continually engaging while, in 
his dignity, elegance, tolerance and 
wisde.m, he exemplifies all that was 
best in the eighteenth century. 


ANOTHER volume of Penguin's 
“Life and Letters” series is Richard 
Barber's edition of The Pastons: the 
tetters of a family In the Wars of the 
Roses, (£3.50). Unmatched by any 


history book, these letters constitute 
a rich and intimate glimpse into the 
lives of several generations of the 
redoubtable Paston family and are a 
unique record of their rise to emi- 
nence in their native Norfolk, set 
against the background of the civil 
wars between the Yorkists and the 
Lancasterians. 

Speaking to us across five centur- 
ies, the Pastons wao, plot, quarrel 
and travel. Some of the letters reflect 
their hard heads for business, others 
,are tender and loving. All of them 
enable us to recognize the indi- 
ividuals concerned with a fresh un- 
forgettable immediacy. 


ANOTHER Penguin revival, The 
Unquiet Grave ὃν “Palinurus” 
(£1.95), was first published in an age 
that now seems as remote as Gibbon 
or the Pastons — warlime London. 
Written in 1944 at a time of personal 
grief, The Unquiet Grave, is an 
intimate analysis of eer ae by 
one of this century's most gifted 
critics, Cyril Connolly. ἡ 

Assuming the identity of Patinur- 
us, the ifl-fated pitol of Aeneas, he 
embarks on a journey through the 
mind, through literature and 
through his own remembered past to

descent into hell, a purification and a 
cure,’ The Unqutet Grave, first 
published by Horizon, is one of the 
most remarkable self-potrails ever 
written and a masterpiece of intro- 
spection. 


“TERRIBLY, terribly amusing Nodl 
Coward's Withered Nosegay, com- 
prises three “cod pieces" originally 
published in the Twenties and Thir- 
ties and now paperbacked by 
Methuen (£4.95). The title piece 
offers highly coloured “memoirs” of 
ten unlikely royal personages (ram 
Donna Isabella Angelica Bananas to 
Sarah, Lady Tunnell-Penge, com- 
plete with erudite footnotes and a 
glossary. 

Chelsea Buns, allegedly by Her- 
nia Whittiebot, is Coward's hilar- 
iously accurate take-off of Edith 
Sitwelt's verse, The third, offering, 
also long-forgotten, is Spangled 
Unicorn, a fashionably slim antholo- 
gy of ten preposterously plausible 
poets, complete with introductory 
notes and even more unlikely photo- 
graphs. a
